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1 . The preliminary amendment filed August 6, 2002 has been entered as paper 
number 5. Claims 1 -45 are pending. 

2. The lengthy specification has not been checked to the extent necessary to 
determine the presence of all possible minor errors. Applicant's cooperation is 
requested in correcting any errors of which applicant may become aware in the 
specification. 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the Invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

4. Claims 2,15,20-45 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Rust et al 4,825,054. Rust discloses a circuit card encoding (recording) apparatus in 
which a plurality of IC memory cards are placed in an input hopper (60), passed through 
the entrance of the encoding apparatus^ where the information is read fronrrand written 
to (transmitted to and from) the card, and then out of the exit of the encoding apparatus 
into an output stacker (62). See column 4 lines 43+. A plurality of individual encoding 
apparatus (or modules) are positioned together on a support thus allowing the cards to 
"rotate" between the individual modules entrance and exit openings. There is disclosed 
a system controller (90), electrical contacts (106) for enabling transmission of data and 
a card detection sensor (95). In column 8 lines 3+ it is discussed that the card 
initializing mechanism is pivotal to contact the card (i.e. biasing). 

5. Claims 1 ,3-1 3 are allowed. 
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6. Claims 16-19 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, 
but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims. 

7. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: the prior art of record fails to teach or fairly suggest to one of ordinary skill in the 
art a the time of the invention the label and window through which a label on a card 
located inside the apparatus may be seen from the outside of the apparatus. 

8. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Linden 4,827,425 and Lundstrom et al 5,378,884 both disclose 
chip card initializing mechanisms.
